names, let alone the proper spelling, 
of many of their regular customers. 
After proper introduction, one 
must get attention through ques­ 
tions, exclamations, and compli­ 
ments truthfully made. 
But the 
compliment must be since*« and 
truthful, Gilbert declared. Other­ 
wise it will boomerang. 
The most powerful force to get 
the interest of prospective buyer is 
to emphasise the owner benefit, 
the speaker declared. Therefis only 
one reason why people buy/ he 
stated. That is, the benefit to own­ 
ers, the satisfying experience and 
comfort derived by those who use 
the product. 


BUTS RESULT 
The customer does not buy the 
material itself but the result that 
can be derived from the material. 
Other pointers given by the sales 
expert: 
Never criticise a competing prod­ 
uct or person. 
Use the “expectant pause.” When 
a customer’s desire reaches the 
buying point, stop talking. Many 
people talk themselves out of a 
sale, Gilbert declared.

The Los Angeles board of educa­ 
tion is backing the bill by Sen. Nel­ 
son S. Dilvforth iR., Hemet). The 
city's school superintendent. Dr. 
Alexander J. Stoddard, told the 
committee the board has acted to 
dismiss five teachers who had re­ 
fused to answer questions put to 
them recently by the House un- 
American Activities Committee. 


STRONG SUSPICIONS 
In answer to a question, Dr. Stod­ 
dard said there are 50 to 75 teach­ 
ers in his school system “against 
whom we have strong suspicions." 
“I don’t believe,** he said, "any­ 
body has the right to be a school 
employee and refuse to come clean 
as to his loyalty.” 
Opposition was voiced by George 
Weber of Menlo Park, speaking for 
the Friends Committee on Legisla­ 
tion. He termed the bill “a step to­ 
ward thought control.” 
And Dorothy Marshall, represent­ 
ing the Women for Legislative Ac­ 
tion, a Los Angeles group for which 
she claimed 200 members, declared 
that since all public teachers have 
taken the state loyalty oath, any 
Communist teacher could be tried 
for perjury.

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Abuses By Patients, Doctors 
Ups Cost Of Medical Insurance 


ST. LOUIS (tf)-I>r Paul B Mag- 
nuson said last night that too much 
"chiseling** on hospitalization in­ 
surance, backed by physical», is 
overloading the nation's hospitals. 
In an interview prior to a speech 
to the St. Louis Medical Society, 
Dr. Magnuson said, "There are a 
lot of people in hospitals who 
shouldn't be there, who should be 
treated in their homes.* 
The Chicago doctor was chairman 
of the Commission mi the Health 
Noeds of the Nation during the Tru­ 
man administration. 
He said too often a person tells 
his physician he has hospitalization 
insurance so treatment may as well 
be administered in the hospital. The 
physician agrees, he said, because 
"it'« easier for him to treat a lot of 
people in the hospital than in their 
homes. 
"This not only overcrowds the 
hospitals, but it runs up the costs 
of hospitalization insurance 
for 
other people.” 


As a remedy Dr. Magnuson ad­ 
v o c a t e d hospitalization insurance 
whkh he likened to $50 deductible 
automobile insurance, under which 
the car owner pay* the first 0 » of 
any damage to his machine. 
The physician said ho would not 
tot a dollar limit, but would require 
the patient to pay the first full week 
of his hospital bill before bis in­ 
surance would go into effect. 
"That would cut out the chisel­ 
ing,” he said. 
Dr. Magnuson’s commission com­ 
pleted its work and submitted a re­ 
port last December calling for a vol­ 
untary prepaid medical plan under 
sponsorship of the government. 
"A lot of doctors are against it,” 
he said, "just because they think 
Truman had something to do with 
it.

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EDITORIAL OPINION 
Crime Commission Deserves 
Thanks, Careful Attention 


California Crime Commission has submitted 
its f»n*l report and passed out of existence. De­ 
spite efforts in Sacramento to revive it-efforti 
not connected with Gov. Warren, who did not 
ask for renewal—it appear* to be definitely dead 
for the time being. 
Unlike many other governmental bodies, it 
has served its purpose and passed out of exist* 
ence. 
It is encouraging and heart-warming to see 
a political entity handle an assignment thus. 
Too often members of such a group will find 
reasons for continued activities. 
The Crime Commission, on the other hand, 
went to work on its assigned task, brought it 
to a conclusion and retired. Its work should 
therefore be all the more carefully heeded, and 
heeded it certainly should be. For example, the 
commission said: 
"Organized rackets are not managed by ig­ 
norant men or desperate nitwits. They are con­ 
trolled by greedy men who are as alert and 
sagacious as they are ruthless . . . M 
And, in relation to the temporary collapse of 
the bookmaking racket in the state: “it is ob­ 
vious that these racketeers have no intention 
of abandoning permanently such a rich and lu­ 
crative area as the state of California. It is only 
reasonable to assume that they will reorganize 
their forces and again invade our state at the 
first favorable opportunity . . . ” 
Athough the commission found no statewide 
organization of crime, it found "vice, organized 
upon local city or county level, does exist and 
flourish in various parts of the state • • ** 
"It is far more common for local law enforce- 


ment to brezk down because of political inter­ 
ference with 
the police and prosecuting 
agencies than because of corruption in such 
agencies . . . " 
W hy does this happen? The commission 
reports: 
"Certainly a community which takes a leper 
to its bosom need not be surprised if it becomes 
infected. Neither should it be a matter of won­ 
der if such toleration and social acceptance of 
murderers, blackmailers, pimps, dope dealers 
and gamblers attracts to our state more of the 
same m»ferable characters . . . 
"A revival of decent social and business ostra­ 
cism for professional criminals in California 
would undoubtedly help to discourage them 
from coming to our state and from remaining 
here." 
There you have it! Who’s fault is it if we 
attract the criminal elements? It’s yours and 
and mine. If we didn't patronize them in the 
first place, if we didn’t allow corruptible public 
officials to gain ofiice in thé second place, and 
il we relused to tolerate them personally in the 
third place, we would never have to revitalize 
the crime commission. 
Happily the commission reported nothing 
amiss in Marin county. It was not so lenient 
with our neighbors San Francisco and San 
Mateo. We should redouble our efforts to keep 
Marin clean while at the same time working in­ 
dividually to contain and stamp out any in­ 
fection which might start from other localities. 
The crime commission has done a fine job. 
We thank the members for their efforts. We 
should heed their words.

SACRAMENTO (CNS) — Ques­

Supreme 
Court opinion by Justice Jesse W. 
Carter, who has become noted 
throughout 
California 
for 
the 
quality of his disagreements. 
The msjority of the courth held 
In the case of Naomi S. Talley vs. 
Northern San Diego County Hospi­ 
tal District, that the district as a 
government agency was immune 
from suit 
The plaintiff brought the action 
charging that she suffered severe 
burns through the negligence of 
an attendant 


THE MAJORITY of the court. 
In ruling in favor of the hospital 
district said that the doctrine of 
sovereign immunity is a legisla­ 
tive question, and whether or not 
it should be modified Is a matter 
up to the state legislature, which 
has made no change in the law of 
the state. 


In his dissenting opinion, Justice 
Carter declares: 


“Again it is necessary for me to 
protest the continuance of the ar­ 
chaic, outmoded, unfair and dis­ 
criminatory doctrine of govern­ 
mental immunity blindly followed 
by the majority in this case. The 
reasons which ever existed for the 
rule have long since ceased to 
exist, ami when the reason ceases, 
so should the rule.” 


CARTER CONTENDED that the 
legislature has acted in the mat­ 
ter, in that it has provided that 
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each hospital district may “sue and 
be sued in all courts and places 
and in all actions and proceedings 
whatever* 
The court majority held this pro­ 
vision in the statute meant that 
a hospital district is Authorized to 
appear as a party to an action 
where it otherwise would be en­ 
titled to prosecute such an action 
or otherwise be liable to answer 
in damages. 


“SUCH A HOLDING,” said Car­ 
ter, “is a travesty on justice and 
should lead every ill person to 
travel as many miles ss his, or her 
condition permits to find haven 
in a hospital which will be liable 
for its tortious conduct. 
“The government obviously can 
not insure the citizen against all 
defects and errors in administra­ 
tion. But there is no reason why 
the most flagrant of the injuries 
wrongfully sustained by a citizen, 
those arising from the torts of 
governmental officers and employ­ 
ees, should be allowed to rest at 
the door of the unfortunate citi­ 
zen alone. 


“The entire doctrine of govern­ 
mental immunity rests upon a rot­ 
ten foundation and professors, 
writers and liberal minded judges 
are of the view that it should be 
placed in the judicial garbage can 
where it belongs.” 


THE DISSENTER said that the 
majority opinion, to achieve its 
“unjust result” finds it necessary 
to go back to 1893, and to cite case« 
decided in that era. ^ 


“Apparently* the opinion read, 
“it is easier and more convenient 
to adhere to the view held by our 
early predecessors on this court 
than to discard them, old, out­ 
moded, and outworn as they are, 
for a doctrine or theory in keep­ 
ing with modem times. So far as 
a majority of this court is con­ 
cerned, we are living even far­ 
ther back than the horse and bug­ 
gy days * 


THE MAJORITY opinion pointed 
out that the state of New York, 
through its legislature, has adopt­ 
ed legislation to Impose a liability 
on the state in the event of dam­ 
ages claimed by citizens, which ex­ 
pressly provides tin t the state’s 
liability be determined in accord­ 
ance with the same rules of law 
applying to individuáis and cor­ 
porations. 


But so far. no such law has come 
from the California legislature, the 
opinion says.

WASHINGTON (JP) — The pres­ 
ent Joint Chiefs of Staff, long­ 
time companions in arms of Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower, stated their po­ 
sitions clearly enough but, all in 
all, they have been fairly mild and 
quiet men. 
The new Joint Chiefs, named by 
Eisenhower in a complete over­ 
haul of the top command in the 
armed forces, hiay turn out to be 
more aggressive and vocal and 
therefore a disappointment to any 
politicians who want r u b b e r 
stomps. 
The present Joint Chiefs, the top 
military men of the country, are: 
Gen. Omar Bradley, chairman: 
Gen. J. Lawton Collins, ‘Army 
chief of staff; Gen. Hoyt S. Van- 
denburg, Air Force chief of staff; 
and Adm. William M. Fechteler, 
chief of naval operations. 


FECHTELER HAS had his job 
only since August, 1951, when he 
was moved up to succeed the late 
Adm. Forrest Sherman. 
The Joint Chiefs got mixed up 
in politics in early 1951 when they 
opposed 
Gen. Douglas 
MacAr- 
thur’s desire to hit the Chinese 
with an all-out attack. They said 
it might involve this country in 
an 
all-out 
Asiatic 
war. 
They 
urged watching Europe. That was 
before Fechteler succeeded Sher­ 
man. 
During last year’s presidential 
campaign. Sen. Taft of Ohio, Sen­ 
ate Republican leader and the most 
powerful man in Congress, said he 
had no confidence in the present 
Joint Chiefs. 


AVOWEDLY TO satisfy Secre­ 
tary of Defen» 
Wilson, 
Eisen­ 
hower last week announced he was 
appointing all new Joint Chiefs, 
including Adm. Arthur Radford, 
chairman; 
Gen. 
Matthew 
B. 
Ridgway, Army chief of staff;, 
Gen. Nathan Twining, chief of the 
Air Force; and Adm. Robert B. 
Carney, chief of naval operations. 
At the same time Eisenhower 
said he was picking Gen. Alfred M. 
Gruenther to succeed Ridgway as 
chief of the Allied Powers in Eu­ 
rope. 
Radford is an outspoken man, 
so outspoken that there had been 
some doubt he would 
be 
made 
chairman of the Joint Chiefs. He 
is not apt to bite his tongue even 
if it means conflict with Congress. 


RIDGWAY and Gruenther, be­ 
fore taking their new jobs, stopped 
squarely into the picture this week, 
Ridgway in testimony before Con­ 
gress, Gruenther in a Paris news 
conference. 
The president had recommended 
a big cut in appropriations for the 
Air Force, a plan which seems to 
have had the full endorsement of 
Secretory Wilson. 
In his testimony to the House 
Foreign Affairs Committee Ridg­ 
way said he was not familiar with 
the Air Force cut» proposed by the 
Eisenhower 
administration. 
A 
Democrat, Rep, Harrison of Vir­ 
ginia, wanted to know his opinion 
of such cuts. Ridgway said: 
“If these reductions would re­ 
sult in any reduction in our mini­ 
mum requirements in Western 
Europe I would deplore seeing that 
reduction made.” 


HE TOLD the 
committee air 
power is still the weakest link in 
Europe’s defenses. Be said: 
“Despite the substantial gains in 
numbers of aircraft and trained 
pilots deriving from the United 


States’ mutual defense assistance 
program, our air foxes today are 
still inadequate to carry out their 
assigned tasks.”

The mothers and fathers whs 
picked up their children in the 
evening were tired looking. Thej 
did not spend their day swimming 
or playing bridge. X doubt that 
they know how to play bridge oi 
even own a bathing suit. And 3 
did not see any 1953 cars either. 
It is true that a great propor­ 
tion of the patrons have been 
divorced or live separated, but do 
not think they would not have 
done so if there was not a child­ 
care center. Most of them neves 
heard about this institution be­ 
fore. 


Either the children get inad­ 
equate care from neighbors or they 
are left to themselves in the streets 
or when they are of the age of my 
twins the parent applies for coun­ 
ty aid, because she cannot go out 
and make a living. In other words 
the county has to pay for the • 
whole living costs of the younger 
ones and the older ones will be 
picked up by the police sooner or 
later.

NEW YORK (U.R) - The 
resignation of Arthur W. Coles 
as chief organizer of the 1956 
Olympic Games is a serious blow 
to Melbourne* chances ot playing 
bast to the great athletic carnival. 
Without being unduly pessimestlc, 
wo would guess that It's no better 
than a 50-50 proposition now. 
Cotes was the big operator, the 
one Australian deemed capable by 
many of his countrymen of solving 
manifold problems and whipping 
the games together. There was 
general 
rejoicing 
in Melbourne 
when Coles agreed to take on the 
onerous job last fall, and there will 
be great disappointment that he 
has thrown in the towel. 
HEAVY WEALTH 
A self-made man at heavy wealth 
whose stores stretch to every comer 
of Australia, Coles had retired to 
his beautiful «date at Flinders, 
near Melbourne, and meant to stay 
there, when the cry for succor 
reached him. 11» Olympic people 
told him things were in a mess,* 
and that the games almost certain­ 
ly would be lost unless he threw 
his energy and talents into the 
breach. 
Reluctantly, Coles accepted the 
challenge. When we saw him five 
months ago he felt optimistic. He 
was fully aware that he was buck­ 
ing petty jealousies and that he 
was enmeshed in Australia’s own 
brand of politics, but he thought 
he had a superior ally in national 
pride. 
He accomplished much within a 
few months. Without bothering to 
call a committee meeting every 
other day, he commissioned plans 
for a great modem stadium and 
for a swimming plant that prom­ 
ised to be a humdinger. He was 
doing what he knew how to do 
better than any man in Australia, 
but we had an uneasy feeling at 
the time that he might be under­ 
estimating the opposition. 
NO NEW STADIUM 
Sure enough, it wasn't too long 
before the news came from Down 
Under that the new stadium was 
out and that it had been decided 
to do a face-lifting job on Mel­ 
bourne’s archaic cricket ground in­ 
stead. We were rather surprised 
that there was no accompanying 
statement from Coles, and decided 
he mast be softer than 1» looted. 
But the first impression proved 
to have been correct. When the 
state government of Victoria also 
took his swimming pool away from 
him yesterday, Coles headed back 
home and left the whole sorry situ­ 
ation In the hands of the little 
men. 
Having been told so by a number 
of persons who should have known, 
our feeling became strong that 
Australia’s chances of holding the 
Olympics rested on the willingness 
of all hands to pitch In and fupport 
Coles to the limit. 
One of these men, the head ot a 
facility very important to the suc­ 
cess of the games, said he woi\# 
Use interest in a hurry if Coles 
ever quit 
Well, he*» quit. Obviously there 
is no intention of supplying the 
kind of money needed to put the 
games on properly. The Interna­ 
tional Olympic Committee proved 
at the recent Mexico City meeting 
that there is no plot against Mel­ 
bourne. It approved the site, de­ 
spite grave doubts of some of its 
members. But Melbourne, lovely 
Melbourne, seems determined to

An early Spring has ushered in an 
early Marin Summer, making out­ 
door livteg longer by the month 
while daylight saving time lengthens 
living ay the day. 
Swimming pools that have not 
been used the year around have been 
cleaned. Pool-side tans have been 
deepened with excursions to Stinson 
Beach and other Marin county 
beaches. 
The whole family has moved out­ 
doors, to eat, to sleep, and for rec­ 
reation. 
The county is being ex­ 
plored for outdoor living and rec­ 
reational pleasures. There is treasure 
to be found in the hills, in the 
valleys soft with fine green grass, in 
the forests of redwoods. At Samuel 
P. Taylor State Park on Sir Francis 
Drake boulevard, 
the 
last 
pre- 
twilight rays of sun penetrate a r$d- 
wibd grove to reveal wisps of smoke 
from picnic fires. 
The sunsets from Stinson and 
Bohnas and Drake’s Bay beaches 
are better than gold, somehow more 
lasting, longer to be remembered. 
Persons who record beauty with 
cameras have fresh vistas for their 
slide collections. 
WILD FLOWERS 
The wild lilac lingers and wild 
lupines and California poppies aid­ 
ed by late showere still reflect the 
brilliance of Spring. Marin’s water 
storage lakes sparkle in an invita­ 
tion to outdoor walks and fishing; 
th' ocean shore tidal spray reflects 
sunlight on surf bathers; the bay 
shore invites yachting and fishing. 
While distant relatives lie pros­ 
trate in hammocks on a windless, 
heated plain, Marinites enjoy a 
perfect combination of sun and air. 
The head of the household views 
with pride the tender shoots of his 
first vegetables. The whole family 
has been planting Outdoor living is 
something in which the whole family 
participates.

RUSTIC MODELS 
Take for one the rustic models 
with 
irregular 
flagstone 
decking 
which tits in nicely against a back 
ground of rocky hillsides and dense 
foliage. 
Circular type and kidney shape 
pools can harmonise a&actlveiy 
with land contour and Beam type. 
Thera ‘are dSunttese other -models 
that take after shapes of leaves and 
•es shells, and some whose steins 
lead into «the Interiors of homes 
where resident* can step hi directly 
from their living rooms. 
Marin’s rath » irregular terrain 
has definite drawbacks, too. Diffi­ 
culties arise from rock, fill, and 
water seepage. All three present ex 
tra problems not encountered in 
flat land. These are the factors 
which make pool building, especially 
by tha inexperienced, an uncertain 
venture at best. 


POOL MAKING 
Twt major pool making f i r m s 
which turn out ths bulk of Marin’s 
private swimming pools have tackled 
thesa problems successfully as can 
be seen by the pools already in ex­ 
istence. 
Paddock Engineering Company is 
one of the firms. Its northern Cali­ 
fornia outlet is at Seventh and Bay- 
share boulevard. Ban Mateo, from 
which the company sends represen­ 
tatives te build and maintain Ma­ 
rin's "private lakes." Paddock alone 
has bufit almost 150 pools in the 
oounty. 
Some if the more recent Paddock 
creations can be seen at tha homes 
of Mr. and Mrs. L. fi. Ayers along 
Ban Padre road in Ban Rafael a 30 
by 40 foot model belonging te Dr. 
and Mrs. B. W. Kramer on Pairhills 
drive, « kidney shaped one owned 
by R. J. Koegler of Bleep? Hollow. 
All of these art new models just 
completed last year. 
Xn 1090 a larger pool 00 by 80 feet 
« • W » for Edward P. Barband at 


Camp Lagunltas. Paddock has built 
private pools as large a» 35 by 75 
feet, which is the regulation 25 yard 
length used in many public pools. 
Landon, Inc., of Belmont is the 
other major company with pool 
making that dates back eight years 
in this county. In all, Landon has 
put in about 130 private pools for 
residents of the county and in re­ 
cent years has been averaging about 
30 to 35 pools annually, 
Lagunitas Country Club pool in 
Ross represents one of Landon* 
jobs, as does ths pool st Lagunltas 
Tennis Club. 
NEW POOL« 
Among the newest pools installed 
during the pest year art those of 
Paul Foster in Kentfield, tha crest­ 
shaped pool of T. A Duncan of 
Kent Woodlands. Roy Franchini of 
Ban Rafael William Geary of Kent­ 
field, A. J. Renger of Ban Rafael 
L. A. Parmelet and R. N. Pomeroy 
both of Ross. 
Cost of a pool differs with the 
size and type and with tha difficul­ 
ties of construction such ss soil con­ 
ditions and accessibility. Because of 
the nature of Marta’* terrain, vet­ 
eran builders of pools here agree 
that tha minimum outlay for a first 
rata job cannot be less than 14.000 
or $5,000. 
For that kind 
of 
investment, 
builders point out that it is unwise 
to hsvs anything but a first-rate 
job by experts since a family pool 
will be a permanent addition to the 
hpma and garden. 
CANT TRAD* IN 
Furthermore, ft differs in one big 
respect to an investment for an 
automobile for example. If you have 
a flat lira or creaks in the body, 
you can’t very well trade-in a pool 
for a new one at blue book prices. 
A "fiat tire* in a pqol might be 
anaisgous to amatepr construction 
of foundation o r -» poor drainage 
system or cracks in the wall or floor. 
Major companies not only have writ­ 
ten guarantees against construction 
flaws but they have added modem 
methods that keep maintenance to 
the minimum. 
Practically all pools by both Pad­ 
dock and Landon are constructed of 
Gunite ’ or pneumatically 
applied 
concrete. After careful excavation 
to fit the particular terrain and 
needs, a fine gfade is prepared be­ 
low the finished pool interior. Re­ 
inforcing steel is placed two inches 
above this fine gride, and the Gun- 
ite is applied by air pressure. 
GUNITE 18 USED 
Advantages of Gunite over other 
forms of construction is speed (be­ 
tween three and six weeks),economy 
and absence of sharp corners which 
become dirt traps and useless water 
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vacuum, empty the pool, or shut off 
the system in one flick of a dial. 
BUILT-IN DEVICES 
The other is what it calls the 
Lancomatie 
self-skimmer. 
Unlike 
sum gutters or ordinary overflows, 
the Lancomatic actually pulls leaves 
and other debris off the surface of 
the water through suction creation 
by the filter pumps, Landon points 
out. These devices come built-in 
with the pool. 
Heated pools too are now coming 
in style, especially with people who 
want to add months to their swim­ 


ming season. In fact, one. major 
company says that over one-third of 
all its pools are now built with at­ 
tached heaters. 
Pool heaters should be of the in­ 
direct type in vyhich the flames nev­ 
er come in contact with the tubes 
carrying pool water. If direct type 
hearters are used, the heater tubes 
can be completely plugged with 
hardness Kales. This can mean ex­ 
pensive repairs and may even make 
the heater useless, 
The family pool should be located

SIZE OF POOL 
of a pool depends on space 
ble, whether or not a diving 
board win be used, and the matter 
of financing. Tor diving, the length 
should never be less then 30 feet, 
end for allowable safety 25 feet 
should be the minimum. In general, 
the length shculd be st least twice 
ths breadth in any pool 
Although a usable pool can be as 
small as 12 by 24 feet, a larger size 
of about 16 by 32 is considered to 
be the minimum Average is about 
18 by 36, while 20 by 40 or 20 by 50 
feet are recommended if space and 
financing are no problems. 
Walls of the pool should go down 
vertically for at least 30 inches to 
provide ample room for swimming 
apd to preclude bruises when a 
swimmer jumps or slips in from the 
side. To provide safe diving, the 
length of the pool is just as import­ 
ant as depth, builders point out. 
The deepest part of the floor should 


be at least 10 feet ftom the deep end 
of the pool and a five foot depth 
should be maintained at least 25 
feet from the deep end. The shallow 
end should be about three or three 
and one-half foot deep, and this 
should slope evenly down to the five 
foot break. For an ordinary diving 
board, the deepest part of the floor 
should be about eight and one-half 
feet, although that depth must be 
increased for diving towers. 
NO AMATEUR8 
Although veteran pool builders do 
no like to discourage owner-builders, 
they point out frankly that amateur 
construction in the deUcate job of 
pool building is never satisfactory. 
Too many factors are involved such 
as water seepage, clogging drains, 
correct wall thickness to allow for 
pressure of soil and water, correct 
mixtures for proper strength in con­ 
crete and finish and facilities for 
cleaning and upkeep after the pool 
Is completed. 
IMPORTANT ITEMS 
After a pool is completed, clean­ 
ing and upkeep is important. Words 
that keep cropping up are filtration, 
backwashing, sanitation and clean­ 
ing. 
Filtration requires a tank about 
three feet in diameter with a one 
horsepower motor. A 
centrifugal 


pump draws water from the main 
drain at the pool’s deepest point and 
forces water through a sand filter 
tank. The cleansed water returns 
through an underdrain taio the pool. 
In backwashing, filtration is re­ 
versed to rid the sand in the tank 
of collected sediments. The process 
requires only a few minutes, during 
which about 200 or 300 gallon^ is 
reversed through the sand tank end 
the sediments cleaned out and pass­ 
ed out through the waste line. 


HAND SKIMMERS 
Sanitation 
m e a n s 
essentially 
cfllortaation. Cleaning by a long 
handled brush is necessary to push 
heavier material to the main drain. 
Hand skimmers are used to elim­ 
inate leaves and other material on 
the surface of the water. 
" Both Landon and Paddock offer 
regular pool maintenance services 
which take care of everything from 
filtration, sanitation, and cleaning. 
Service men come around several 
times each week to insure proper 
maintenance. This service, accord­ 
ing to one estimate, is about $27 per 
month. 
New mechanical developments are 
being added each year to help in 
upkeep and maintenance of pools. 
For example, Landon, Inc., stresses 
two faevices in particular. One is 


Landon’s single control dial valve 
which comes as a part of the filter. 
Made of brass and self-lubricated 
for lifetime service, the single con­

The sea- 
son lor maximum growth In *U 
plant Ufa is now here 
Remember If yon want fast grow­ 
ing vegetables select only the open 
sunny plot, never one in the shade 
This goes for summer time as well 
M la fall and winter. Give all vege 
tables every possible chance to get 
off to a good start. 
! Work over the soil thoroughly, get 
the 
ground completely 
loosened. 
Then rake it for a good grade. Make 
drills to sow your seeds in. or as in 
the case of squash, make big round 
basins. 
Now let me suggest a new trick. 
This time sow your seeds in the 
trench or basin where they are to 
grow, but aow them in mud! How? 
Build your trenches or bash», soak 
them till the soil is shiny mud. Then 
drop your seeds in. Sow all your 
seeds. Here is a short list, you can 
add your favorites. Corn, squash, 
pumpkins, chard, cucumber«, e«ater- 
* 
melons, beets, bell peppers, aiechlsi, 
carrots, radishes, and even tomatoes 
if you choose. Then cover the seed.1« 
with some dry soil. 
But mix up the soil specially for 
this topdress. No doubt you already 
know it is hopeless to put out seeds 
without preparing from summer in­ 
sects. So prepare a wheelbarrow full 
of dry soil, add to it 1 tablespoon- 
ful of 50% DDT. MU thoroughly. 
Use this mixture to dust lightly over 
11» seeds now in the muddy trench­ 
es or basin#, the DJD.T. of 50% 
makes an excellent insurance. Ear­ 
wigs. grubs, weevils end certain 
beetles too get out wherever they 
find DDT. 
The one soaking usually provides 
enough moisture and maintains a 
favorable temperature tear healthy 
germination of the seeds.

weather plants and deserve a heme 
in full sunlight A warm pocket in 
the garden is best for this vine. The 
idea is to make sure your specimen 
grows where the full afternoon sun­ 
shine reaches. Let there be no inter­ 
ference between it and the sun. 
But sunshine alone is not enough 
for this strong grower. Give the roots 
a rich soil. Plant those roots deep. 
Always when setting out a new bou­ 
gainvillea vine set the roots deep. 
You do this for two reasons. One 
bougainvillea roots go deep in the 
first place, and secondly deep roots 
escape frost Injury. 
The third Important need of the 
bougainvillea is abundance of water. 
We must remember its home is in 
the Amazon valley, whose river is one 
of the longest in the world. 


In the warm spring month of May 
gardeners begin to groom their es­ 
tablished vines. The cold is out 
of the air and out of the soil too. 
They prune dead parts away, they 
trim new side shoots. And they tie 
back to the support all wild shoots 
that come from the root crowns like 
spears po nting to heaven. 


Bougainvilleas are strong growers. 
The vines require plenty of room, 
they should never be tacked to a 
tiny panel, but should be given a 
spacious wall to fill. This they can 
do gorgeously.

Picnics may seem strictly Amer­ 
ican but actually they aren’t. In a 
sense, the first meal man ever ate 
was a picnic — that is because of 
necessity. He had not yet learned 
to seek shelter to a cave or tent and 
consequently ate his meals out­ 
doors against a background of na­ 
tural scenery. And, because he still 
lived in the wilderness* it was usu­ 
ally no picnic 
Since that time, picnic* hkve been 
going on through the years but Just 
what they were called then no one 
seems to know. However, the word 
picnic is derived from the French 
word •‘piquer” meaning 
to 
pick. 
Somewhere along the line "nic” was 
added to give us the present day 
word of picnic. But no matter what 
the spelling or the name, picnics 
have become the favorite outdoor

of 
millions 
of 
people 
throughout the world. And. the an­ 
cient Greek poet, Homer, often sang 
tti praises.

WERE SOCIAL GATHERINGS 
Originally, a picnic was a fash­ 
ionable social gathering to which 
each persons attending contributed 
a variety of foods to a 
common 
table. The people would then walk 
around the table picking or choos­ 
ing the foods that were most de­ 
sirable to them. This form of eat­ 
ing became so popular that they 
had to be held out to the open be­ 
cause no one building could hold 
so many people. 
History has indicated 
that the 
early rugged outdoors type of picnic 
developed into quite a formal af­ 
fair to Rftgfeind during tha mid­ 
nineteenth century. 
Many 
picnic 
societies were formed and the fash­ 
ionable members were not only 
treated to a buffet style meal but 
were amused with theatrical and 
•oeial entertainment. 
PICNICS POPULAR 
While picnics were’held to all 
European countries, it took the in­ 
genuity of the American people to 
develop them aa they an today. 
Rather than conftotng them to

picnics

ties and were even broadened to 
take to all type of celebrations in­ 
cluding fraternal and political out­ 
ings.
